THE PRESENT DAY DISCOVERS THE 
MIND 

Speaking the dinner meeting the Eastern 
Regional Conference, Dr. Edward Strecker stated 
that believed that the outstanding mark which 
our present civilization will identified times 
come the discovery the human mind. Through 
recent years there has accumulated the fearful number 
300,000 persons mental hospitals, which there 
are admitted every year 75,000 more, with yearly 
annual increase 10,000 persons. Feebleminded per- 
sons the extent half million are more less 
recognized. Flowing through jails and penal institu- 
tions are another half million. Suicides number 15,000. 
Under the pressure these facts the science psy- 
chiatry has moved from its early formal stages into the 
very midst the preventive scene the present day. 
Prevention, Dr. Strecker believes, will the distinction 
this era. 

Speaking the same program, Dr. Lawson Lowrey 
discussed certain personality facts kept mind 
those who would understand such preventive program 
since they are, for the most part, adults who necessarily 
approach the child, who the subject prevention, 
from adult’s point view. They are parents who 
not only believe they have vested right they 
please with the child but proceed it. Sometimes 
these parents seek have the child make his life 
for inferiorities their own from which they have suf- 
fered. Teachers, instead seeing the one child that 
parent envisages, see group. Under such conditions 
almost necessity timidity, shyness and similar less 
desirable traits come seem virtues. Social workers

MOTHER

when considered terms help the individual child, 
but almost limitless terms group education. 
cept few active mental cases, the services psy- 
chiatrist are not likely available for the individual 
treatment many children large group. The 
very nature psychiatric treatment, always lengthy and 
involved, immediately brings the fore the question 
the relative importance such program treat- 
ment and follow-up the individual child the 
psychiatrist himself, the education for these very 
purposes those dealing with the child closer 
intimacy. 

the work with the dependent problem child the 
Home Bureau the Hebrew Sheltering Guardian So- 
ciety, the greatest contribution better understanding 
and treatment has resulted from the analytic and diag- 
nostic efforts the psychiatrist, based, however, 
very detailed history gathered from every available 
source the social worker—and its significance dis- 
cussed with her. part this analysis the psychia- 
trist very frequently addition the child, the 
foster mother and parent. Then follows further dis- 
cussion with the visitor the facts elicited, the diag- 
nosis, the prognosis, and the treatment. the be- 
ginning this mental hygiene program even members 
the social service staff frequently resisted the mental 
point view, particularly where the findings seemed 
reflect their conclusions their work. The re- 
sults these intensive conversations have more than 
justified themselves because only far the social 
worker accepts the psychiatric point view her own 
can she successfully carry the foster mother. 
Again and again impressed upon the worker that 
the full history that searches into every phase the 
child’s life makes its own diagnosis. Even the small 
amount help that child could actually gain its 
rare contacts with the psychiatrist easily undone 
adverse influences its daily life with adults that 
more essential that the adult contacts educated 
the needs the problem and the environment 
intelligently regulated the individual personality 
needs. 

one person working with the child alone wholly 
competent ferret out everything. Combined effort 
worker, psychologist, psychiatrist, and foster mother 
essential and, course, most important—the child. 


You cannot merely talk the child, test it, measure 
it—and then know all about psychically. Every 
one’s contribution important—and this inquiry 
broad enough include worker well foster mother 
and even the teacher. But the real and ultimate source 
the diagnostic data, well the real and ultimate 
therapeutist, the foster mother. Without her willing- 
ness and her ability cooperate, defeat foregone 
conclusion, and not even the reputation being great 
psychiatrist will any avail. Being included the 
educational program and being given access the 
details treatment gives the foster mother position 
importance that likely assure her wholehearted 
cooperation. quite futile use imposing psychi- 
atric terms foster mother, but foster mother has 
been found too simple minded understand the pre- 
cepts couched plain language. 

has been made possible for foster mother 
understand that two children one family, the one 
phlegmatic and docile, the other high strung and sensi- 
tive, need different treatment just they suffered 
from different diseases; and has even been possible 
have her apply intelligently and sympathetically the 
different treatment indicated that such children 
could maintained one home. Again, foster 
mother has been made understand that not 
healthy sign for child never show resistance sug- 
gestion discipline. particular case, child’s 
abjectness seemed due fear instilled the 
father who led her believe that was her misbehavior 
previously that had caused the mother’s psychosis. 

foster mother can understand that child may 
suffer from emotional well physical fatigue and 
that when signs temper and irritation appear must 
left alone, encouraged rest, with few, any, de- 
mands made him. She can made see that her 
own nervousness and her own temporary disability can 
create serious conflicts child trying adjust itself 
different situation. has even been possible 
educate foster mother understand and tolerate 
the mentally disturbed parent child entrusted 
her care; she has been made see that entering into 
conflict with such parent will act multiply the 
child’s difficulties. This attitude tolerance, sym- 
pathy, and understanding, rather than criticism and 
antagonism, itself most important element 
the treatment not only the child but the parent 

The foster mother soon appreciates that the child 
frequently handicapped the actions, the demands, 
and the ambitions the adult. has tantrums be- 
cause needlessly irritated; subborn because 
treated stubbornness; steals because wants 
adventure and place the limelight—both which 
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are too often denied; lies because constantly 
hearing lies; has spasms because the adult contacts 
have them. Foster mothers were accustomed de- 
mand absolute obedience, truth, honesty, stability, 
affection, gratitude, orderliness and what not, their 
children—far excess what could possibly ex- 
pected grown-ups. Foster mothers are now educated 
understand that children have different emotional 
and mental capacities, and that the demands made 
the emotionally and mentally frail must commen- 
surate with their individual capacities. Just the chang- 
ing lowering standards demands has cured many 
children even very difficult behaviorisms. 

particularly simple teach foster mother that 
the psychological implications behavior are often 
the expressions physical difficulties; and that these 
behavior difficulties may the warning signals im- 
pending and more serious troubles. This more tangible 
realm can win her immediate cooperation, and she 
understands the importance first allowing for and 
then eradicating these physical bases mental 
culties and emotional disturbances expressed be- 
havior. even worth while explain the foster 
parent that child not “little —that is, man 
the miniature—to show her the anthropological 
differences and make her understand consciously that 
adult standards are for these reasons not fairly applied 
children. Even the simple approach recalling 
foster mother her own childhood tragedies and 
culties strategy that makes her more tolerant. 
These principles permeating the staff and the foster 
parents organization caring for dependent children 
make for excellent group education mental hygiene. 
And one can estimate the number children, besides 
the dependent unes, who profit the education this 
large group mothers actively, even though perhaps 
unconsciously, proselytizing the community. How 
much better than having psychiatric social worker 
have staff all interested and educated the 
psychiatric point view, passing this point view 
the foster mothers daily contact with the child. 

The balance the battle behalf the child 
fought and won when the many physical bases for its 
difficulties are actually found and remedied—sensory 
defects, skin irritations, chorea, malnutrition, diseased 
teeth and tonsils—all the host pathological 
which child heir. The best physician will ever 
the most successful psychiatrist. Scolding, punish- 
ment, ridicule, marks merit demerit, are merely 
confessions ignorance—and, anyway, they have 
place any scientific approach intelligent contact. 
Emotional outlets will cure more children than lec- 
tures. Medical treatment, understanding, and affection 
are the therapeutic measures the time. 


STATE THE NATION’S CHILDREN 

From the national standpoint, there more press- 
ing question the whole field children’s work than 
the way which public service the care children 
can made assume reasonable share the work. 
Different States and cities have developed various 
methods. some areas, children are cared for directly 
State city agencies supported from public funds. 
The best illustrations this type organization are 
the extensive work the Board Child Guardianship 
the Department Welfare Massachusetts, and the 
Bureau Social Service the city Charleston, 
South Carolina. other areas, such Pennsyl- 
vania, New York City, and Chicago, children are 
committed private agencies but board paid 
the agencies either the city county. 
still other States, like North Carolina, Missouri, 
Texas, and many others, private agencies depend 
entirely upon private resources. Few States but face 
this question. 

the Eastern half this country, least, the effec- 
tive use endowments and bequests live question. 
Not infrequently large sums money have been tied 
because the terms will have made bequests 
inoperative the work that has long been done under 
changed needs present-day setting. The Ellis 
College Will case now before Philadelphia court 
most interesting attempt the part leaders social 
work revise large order meet present- 
day needs. The Cy-Pres Doctrine the interpretation 
wills, however, being increasingly applied all 
parts the country. 

The use medicine, psychology, psychiatry, nursing 
and other services increasingly evident the upward 
trend care. The task bringing these services and 
good social case work bear each child’s problem 
not small. February 1923, there were 204,888 
children institutions and receiving homes, 51,164 
free foster homes, 22,281 boarding homes, and 
4,904 “elsewhere” care. recent inquiry reveals 
that Child Welfare League members had about 50,000 
under care and rendered service almost 80,000 chil- 
dren the last fiscal year. 

Higher standards children’s work have greatly 
increased the demand for workers with special chil- 
dren’s training. The schools social work which 
must depend local agencies for field work oppor- 
tunities for students are not able prepare suf- 
ficient number, and the larger agencies are not con- 
tributing very many workers other organizations. 
Certain extension training plans are under way, but 
the need will continue for some time come.—

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RESULTS THE TORONTO SURVEY 


Inquiries are frequently received regarding surveys 
the League, how they are made, and what they ac- 
complish. response our request for statement 
regarding our survey Toronto facilities two years 
ago, Mr. the Federation for Community 
Service, writes: 


“On the invitation the Federation for Community 
Service Toronto, the Child Welfare League 
America undertook Survey the Child Welfare Work 
supported the Federation January-February, 
1925. 

“The purpose the Survey was 

evaluate the services being given the 
Organizations, commending what was worthy and call- 
ing altention defects their work. 

advise the Federation the adequacy 
the services given the Organizations present 
meet Toronto’s child welfare needs and advise what 
changes, any, should made. 

“(3) advise certain suggested programmes 
would likely develop the future interests the 
work. 

“The Survey was undertaken adequate and 
capable staff, and the study, involving great many 
delicate situations, was carried through with the maxi- 
mum thoroughness and minimum irritation the 
agencies and workers concerned. Indeed, many the 
local workers state that the study their methods, 
records, problems, with the Surveyors assigned them, 
far from being inquisition, was really pleasant 
and helpful association with sympathetic, capable work- 
ers, quick discover the good their methods, 
appreciate the limitations under which they were 
operating and able commend them the ‘more 
excellent way.’ the other hand, the study was 
thorough enough bring light many deficiencies 
the service the individual organizations and the 
programme supported the Federation for the city 
whole. While the approach the Surveyors was 
characterized tact, courtesy, appreciation and good 
fellowship, the conferences and investigations were 
characterized thoroughness, courage, candor and 
constrictive 

Survey was carried through time and early 
March two copies the report the individual or- 
ganizations were our hands, one for the use the 
Federation, the other for transmission the Board 
the Organization concerned. These reports were 
high order, stating clear, concise terms the 


made each organization, wisely commending what 
was good, pointing out defects and giving suggestions 
for the immediate improvement the service, well 
pointing out the direction which the work should 
develop the future. The Committee business men 
and social workers that studied the reports behalf 
the Federation are unanimous stating that the 
study these reports was them education the 
understanding good social welfare standards, and 
many the Boards will refer these reports they 
progress the direction realizing their 
tions. 

“The treatment given the reports the Survey 
the Federation may interest other bodies 
similarly placed. stated above, strong Committee 
business men and social workers undertook study 
the recommendations and discover how far they 
could immediately applied and how far the findings 
must progressively realized. This Committee spent 
many hours the study the reports, called their 
assistance some instances expert local opinion, and 
later invited Dr. Carstens come from New York and 
spend long day the pros and cons the 
recommendations submitted. Every report was care- 
fully considered, every organization concerned was in- 
vited confer with the Committee, and the close, 
communication was sent cach the Boards advising 
them the Committee’s decisions and asking that such 
changes should made would bring their work into 
harmony with the findings the Survey. 

“Asa result, may said that date the following 
changes have taken place: 

“1. The transfer important work for unmarried 
mothers from one organization another. 

The amalgamation two child-caring institu- 
tions form one organization with consolidation 
financial resources. new Board has been organized, 
the membership which was drawn from the two 
former One building has been sold and the 
children are now being given care family home 
the institution according the needs the child. 

“3. The amalgamation Catholic Big Brothers and 
Big Sisters with the Catholic Welfare Bureau 
resulting more compact organization and reduc- 
tion overhead costs. 

The enlargement and re-organization the staff 
large organization caring for unmarried mothers 
and their babes. The Board this Organization now 
fully committed the home-placement type service 
for both mothers and children. The large institutional 
building has been sold, and new quarters for administra- 
tive purposes have been secured. 

“5. Children’s Aid Society dispenses with its 
shelter and uses orphan asylum for such children 
must have institutional care and refers the others for 
treatment child-placing organization. 

The programme five Day Nurseries has been 
strengthened with social case workers investigating 
family 

The Big Brother and Big Sister work which was 
highly commended the Surveyors, are applying the 
recommendations the report. 

“8. The programme service the part large 
Shelter has been revised, social case worker has been 
appointed control admissions and ‘follow-up’ those 
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who out their own other homes. Clinics for 
physical and mental treatment have been established 
this organization. 


“9. Staff and programme the major Children’s 
Aid Society the City strengthened. 

“10. all organizations more adequate attention 
given routine matters, such physical examination, 


play, home finding, and placement children, super- 
vision, etc.

PSYCHOLOGY EXPLAINS CRUEL 
PUNISHMENTS 


Exhaustive and painful researches psychiatrists 
and their ilk into the pathology the Marquis Sade 
and his disciples have been immense practical value. 
People who habitually beat their dogs their children 
are, result these researches, recognized once 
sadists, and their protestations self-righteousness 
and moral indignation find fitting residence among 
those pitiful defenses means which psychopathic 
patients attempt conceal their obsessions. Whatever 


truth concede the ancient hypocrisy, hurts 
more than hurts derives from the frequent 
masochistic aspects sadism. 

the field criminology, how ever, the sadist still 
plays distressingly active réle and still protected 
his morbid delights large section public 
opinion. The New York judge who openly boasted 
the fact that often whipped his children “till they 
couldn’t sit down” was properly condemned the 
Right Thinkers and generally regarded with loathing, 
but judge after judge gives vent sadistic demands for 
more and more ferocious punishments check “the 
crime wave,” only receive adulation from press and 
pulpit. 

Capital punishment failure because juries refuse 
their responsibility. Capital punishment insti- 
tution also responsible large extent for the failure 
science take its rightful place criminology. 
long capital punishment exists, neurasthenic, 
emotional, erotic and sadistic tinge will inevitably color 
the attitude these who prosecute murderers and those 
who read about them. 

because put men’s lives stake capital 
cases that permit the scandalous delays which dis- 
grace our courts. the jeopardizing the criminal’s 
life which explains and makes necessary our amazing 
solicitude for his protection his rights. Abolish 
capital punishment, and murderers will punished— 
cured—or gotten out harm’s way with universal 
approval. Abolish capital punishment and will 
longer possible for judges and prosecutors exhibit 
their sadistic proclivities the world under guise 
superior moral vigor. Abolish capital punishment and 
you will take away half the fun the tabloid method 
treating crime—along with the debauching conse- 
quences upon public opinion. Abolish capital punish- 
ment, and sentimental ladies will more send flowers 
murderers than they would send flowers guinea- 
pigs pathological laboratory. 

The romance Tyburn and the Old the 
romance cruelty and sadism. the past, have 
derived thrills from clever lawyers’ tricks, from elo- 
quent pleas, from the anguish the victims public 
malice. But was pretty shabby drama, after all, 
centered some sodden and undramatic moron with 
more passion than intelligence, whom, means 
rationalizing our pleasure badgering him, roman- 
ticized into “super-bandit” “prince among 
rogues.” have enjoyed these pleasures some 
have enjoyed cockfights, and should prouder 
the one than the other. Before the human mind 
had been very deeply plumbed could disguise sadism 
moral indignation public spirit. These matters 
are better understood now and, science slowly but 
surely overtakes our criminal practice, jurists who now 
seek applause and satisfy erotic stirrings advocating 
more whippings and higher hangings will forced 
take their pleasure slaughter houses and esoteric 
flagellation. the mob should miss the splutter 
these pathetic psychopaths and its journalistic execu- 
tions, could console itself restoring the ancient 
custom burning its bétes noires Excerpts

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BOARDING HOME CARE THE 
UNITED STATES 


sharp contrast the experience Scotland and 
England with this form care (See Decem- 
ber 15, 1926), the relatively slight use made 
this country. The Bureau the Census informs 
that from the 1923 census dependent children 
appears that while institutional care used all 
States, foster home care not nearly generally de- 
veloped. For example, there was that date free 
foster home care Nevada and New Mexico and the 
percentage children cared for Oklahoma was 
only 5%, Tennessee 2.8%, and Utah 2.9%. 

Boarding home care even less used. children 
cared for boarding family homes were reported the 
States South Dakota, Tennessee, Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas, Montana, and Idaho. The amount boarding 
family care does not rise the other States 
Iowa, North Dakota, Nebraska, Virginia, West 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Wyoming, 
New Mexico, Washington, and Oregon; and the 
further States Nevada, Utah, Colorado, Alabama, 
Florida, Delaware, Minnesota, Kansas, Wisconsin, 
and Illinois the percentage under 

Only these States, namely, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Washington, and Oregon, lie outside the geo- 
graphic areas known the West North Central, 
Mountain, South Atlantic, East South Central, and 
West South Central divisions. Only the States 
(including the District Columbia) within these 
areas have more than their children boarding 
family homes, namely, District Columbia, 18.3%, 
Arizona, 5.7%, Maryland, 6.3%, and Missouri, 7.3%. 

Computations from another source, but based the 
same 1923 census, show very uneven but slightly wider 
use boarding homes the New England area, which 
averages 26.3%, the States ranging from Massachusetts 
with 36.5% Connecticut with 7.5%; the Middle 
Atlantic area, which averages 14.9%, separate States 
varying from New Jersey with 28.5% New York 
with the East North Central area, which 
averages 7%, the States ranging from Michigan with 
19.4% Illinois with 3.8% and Wisconsin with 4%.

characteristics. Each person has some particular dis- 
like lying, stealing, bobbed hair, cigarette smoking, 
etc. surprising how far these unconscious personal 
dislikes may influence decision. the interest this 
objectivity the psychiatrist has constantly moved away 
from the categories “good,” “moral” “im- 
moral,” etc., not conveying fair judgment, and has 
rather substituted such ideas “unhealthy,” “satis- 
fying,” “‘socially unacceptable” and “socially accept- 
able,” for descriptions conduct and adjustments. 
Dr. Lowrey’s experience the small number cases 
children which there was sex conflict was notable. 
There have been emotional conflicts all sorts inducing 
withdrawal, extravagant conduct and also conflict over 
the difference from the norms his associates and over 
companions. These conflicts may looked for, since 
children also live social order which competition, 
conscious and unconscious comparisons with one’s 
fellows, and comparison with ideal for one’s self are 
important factors. Children must compete from the 
very beginning. Even they not cannot under- 
stand they still strive for adequacy for themselves and 
their group. 

individual and group has monopoly meth- 
ods for understanding children monopoly under- 
standing. Understanding child depends under- 
standing the emotional life the adults lives with 
well his own. Whatever advance will made will 
come from pooling technique from many sources. 
the present time there strong desire many 
quarters understand and translate understanding 
into action. The psychiatrists are well aware this 
and count the social workers their allies.
